Particulars were brought by ;!■-' Athe- 
nian, which arrived from the Orle'il 
yesterday, of the burbnrou:: utHcial mur- 
der in I'eUin.

GREAT OAKS FROM ACORNS. 

One Hundred Men to Repair Damage 
Done to Canal by Muskrat. 

Albany, X. Y.. Sept. t>. — At Dumbar- 
ton, along the Erie canal, a mean, mis- 
era tile little uiuskrat has cost the State 
of Xew York nearly $10,000. The musk- 
rat burrowed into the canal bank from 
the outside, and the minute it got 
through the bank to the water the dam- 
age was done. Over 100 men are en- 
gaged in repairing the break, and near- 
ly two score of bouts are held up be- 
tween Syracuse and Utica. 

When the muskrat completed his tun- 
nel and the water entered, the diameter 
of tlie hole was not over a foot. The 
constant rush of the water enlarged this 
to forty feet in a very short time.

An unusually large number of square- 
rigged vessels, most of them foreign ships, 
are lu port at the present time, says tihe 
Seat Uu' l'.-l. There are nine foreign vessels 
at. dock and several have sailed recently. 
The following are among them, most of 
them British slilps, two or three are from 
France, and a few ale owned In (icrinan 
< oiupnnies: port Stanley, Itelg.inl, Streue, 
Ciimbroiine, Madeline, Harvester and Cor- 
te. 

.Most of these vessels are engage I In 
commerce between Amerba and' ports la 
Europe. South Africa and Australia. They 
carry cement for the greater part to Se- 
attle, and take away wheal and often 
lumber. Much of the wheat goes to South. 
Africa. 

The Madeline, a great French s/liilp. Is now 
unloading at the Arlington dock. She has 
just come from Tacoina, and after dis- 
ohiirglng a small part of her cargo there 
proceeded to this port with f\w rest, which 
consists of steel rails, cement and nig Iron. 
The Madeline is from Antwerp and was 
IT.'i days In rankling the trip from Belgium 
to Puget Sound, being more fliuii a month 
in rounding Cape Horn. She Is a new ship 
and her great yards may lie seen from al- 
most every point in the business district. 
Her prow Is curiously carved after the 
French fashion, and the officers say that 
in Europe she Is considered a tine s-pecimeu 
of the shipbuilders' art.
